REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant 
claims an anode comprising a particulate anode active material, a conductive agent, 
and a particulate binder containing at least one compound selected from the group 
consisting of copolymers including vinylidene fluoride and polyvinylidene fluoride, 
wherein the binder is not dissolved in a dispersion medium and is fused by heating such 
that the anode active material and conductive agent are prevented from being covered 
with the binder. 
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In the prior art of record, Fukui et al., US 2004/0043294, teach an anode active material, 
a conductive agent and a binder dissolved in a dispersion medium (solvent). 
However, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious an anode comprising a particulate anode active material, a conductive 
agent, and a particulate binder containing at least one compound selected from the 
group consisting of copolymers including vinylidene fluoride and polyvinylidene fluoride, 
wherein the binder is not dissolved in a dispersion medium and is fused by heating
